TO THE PEOPLE OF DEDDINGTON, HEMPTON & CLIFTON 


From your Parish Council 


You will have seen from the minutes of Council Meetings and reports in the 

Deddington News and other media that your Council has been giving considerable 
thought to the future management and use of the Village's Capital assets. ‘The 
Council is now in a position to present this information and I have therefore 


called an Open Meeting for Wednesday May 17th fat 7.30 pm/ at the Windmill Cenire. 


I hope that as many of you as possible will attend. 


At this meeting I propose first to present the state of the finances of the Fund . 
the current balance of Capital, inflation proofing, expectation of annual income 
and the priority for debt settlement. I am sure that you would agree that the 
first call must be to pay off all of the’ debts incurred by the Parish in the 
construction and desisn of the Windmill Centre. We have agreed some interim 
financial measures to resolve problems in the building and we have to sddress ths 
problem of access lighting, drainage and tree planting, all of which are pari of 
the original planning permission. 


Following that I propose presenting some of the options available for the manage~ 
ment of the Fund and:on which considerable research has now been done. 


The three main options to be considered are; 


1. Operated entirely as a Parish Council Fund by your elected representative: 
and subject to Audit by the District Auditor. All the standard safeguards for 
the operation of Public Funds would apply but with eccess to capital for majo 
projects. It is not at the moment certain whether a rich parish would be 
penalised on the introduction of the Community Charge scheme. 


2. <A Bank Trust. Which would not necessarily be exomns from taxation, and 
which has to have a finite life laid down, its Trustees may be either membors . 
of the Parish Council or independent members, but the evdit would only be 
carried out by the District Auditor if all the trustees were Councillors. 


3. A Charitable Trust. Could be set up with a Bank acting as Custodial 
Trustees, with the money invested in Bank Funds, or Building Societies, so 
as to give the Fund the best income. The management committee could be 

3) all Parish Councillors, b) a mix of Councillors and independent members 
elected by the Parish, under the Chairman of the Parish Council, or c) all 
independent members elected by the Parish. The operation of the Trust woul: 
be under the guidelines laid down by the Charity Commission, 


There is a lenghy but well documented procedure for the setting up and operation 
of a Charitable Trust,:and the objects of the Charity must be written into the 
trust deeds, as must the nrocedure for access to the capital. 


All the options require an established management committee, and probably a sub 
committee of advisers, 211 of whom will have to be willing to give time to P 
co-ordinate and advise on Porish-wide requirements and priorities for organisa~-_ 
tions, clubs and individual causes, An investment adviser and Auditors will 
require to be formally appointed. 


The Parish Council is well aware that other options may be evailable and invites 


comments and suggestions, in writing, by May 1st, but from discussions within theo 


Council, and with our odvisers, consider the best choice to be option 3, with 
three trustees nominated by the Council, and three other elected by the Parish, 
under exactly the same rulos as are Councillors, but in the mid-term of the 
Council, so that é6nce the Trust is up and running, half of its members will be 
up for re-election every two years. This will ensure that there is ample 
opportunity for the village to have its voice heard. The Council also believes 
that, short of a major disaster, which God forbid, the capital should only be 
accessible after a village poll has so decided.

There is very little of interest in the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley %o 
the month of April 1839 = but they certeinly seem to have hed a lcte teste of

5th April —- A deep snow — i should think 8-10 inches deep, though it thewed 
at the same time. 


6th April - Drove to Adderbury to see lirs Cotton ZI think his Aunt/ having 
heard that she hed been obliged to dismiss her old and faithful servant, she 
being ‘enceinte' by a former fellow servent, a sad blow to poor Mrs Cotton, she 
having lived with her 15 years in Mey next. She le°t Adderbury for Warwick this 
morning. 


8th April - Committed a mon to Oxford Castle or three months and a good floggincs 
as an incorrigible rogue end vegebond. 


9th April - I attended @ meeting of the Chidieconal Educetion Boerd at the 
Archdeacon's rooms at Christ Church. Sai the Bishop and intimated to him the 
probability of my resigning the living of Deddington and hed a long conversation 
with him thereupon. He was all kindness, expressed his deep regret at the iden 
of the thing end his obligation to me for what I had already done in the Parish. 


COUNTRY TALES by Fred Deely (Deddington) 


Many years ago I used to go shooting at Buttercombe Farm, Great Tew. The farm. 
was Perce Tustiean, one 0.” the nicest farmers I ever met. My 'Metet was Frencis 
George (Meneger of the Coop). Sometimes Percy Walker went with us. I generelly 
came back with half? a dozen rabbits. I went there cne afternoon end Perce said 
he saw an unusual sight the day before. A pack o° Stoats, quite 30, with one 
big one leading the pack.
